iTicnt, Gircumvali3tt<»n and Cqunacryaluation, fo thacby degree 
they had brought their miin works within a Furlong ofthe'V^all 
oftheTown, and flidny of their adv,itic^Works^w^"i?c lo riear 
that with Hand.fling<i they could throw into the fame and hlC 
our Men as they ftood upon the Fortifications, as like wife they 
had platvtedfcveral gveat pieces ofCanuOii upon 4iftant Bacterid,

bifputerlie Moors Horfe retired and left their Foot fo P>«P«ff 
it with our Horfe and Fopt, who though tbcy were (i^t times a? 
many yet the Shot prefling on, and the Chargt increjifiiig on 
allfidfs; they began to flirink togetlier, yet being encouraged 
by foincChriftiahRunagadoes, they madtfom^l mall vcCi^^\C,e 
during whith their dtiordered Horfe had put themfeli/es into a 
tollerable pofture, and rallied, who beirig met -ahd Charged by 
the Englifli Horfe, who were then advanced in the Front of the 
Battel, a number of them were killed upon the Place, and 
fome taken Prifoners, fo that the Fight ontinucd very fmarr- 
ly, for though many of the Moors were flain, yet they being 
fo numerous ftill brought up freih fupplies to fill up the Gaps 
Death Made. Yet were they as often put to the worft, dti- 
ordered , and at laft totally routed. The Colloncl himlelF, 
who all the rime behaved himlclf Gallantly, and encouraged 
tbe Englifli, he with fcvcral other brave Commanders, and 
about e*-ght hundred Foot forced their malp Body which was, 
drawn up. and fronted with Mufqucteers and Harqucbuffers, fo 
that their Orders being again broken and many of their prime 
Commanders (lain, they began to fliewthe fmall liking they had 
tocomiiU|efl^e,B^tt^I. .^, ^ h^^ Mv'T r- V- • 

Vitvcnl of them tHrnlng their backs, ruflied through the RanI(S of their 
own friends, and fled, diforderiug them in rrany places, which ourCommnn- 
dtr^ obferviag, took the advaowge of their Confufion, «nd ere thty could 
c'ofc the points of their Circle j Icillcd a number of them, vvhilft this was 
doirtgintk Front, the Horfe thit fcivcd for our Kight Wing, chafed 
theu! fo furioufly in the Front, that ihey were forced there likcwife to o- 
psn tfieir orders, which their General' obfcrving, came to the fide in gnat 
haft, ro ftay hii fl/ing Soiildiets, but could by-no means do it, fo that 
fiiiditig himfelf wovfled "onall i^dcs, he gave order to found a Rttrcat, where- 
upon the Jinglfh were fo encouraged, that they purfued them with grcac 

' Slaughter for the fpaceof two tvlihs, bdt not thinking it Convenient to 
venture any further for fear ot an Ambufcade they returned, having taken 

• 7 or 8 of their £nfigns, killed about loco of their Men, an«i ta'<cnil>o'.;t5o 
Prifoners with J or'^^ pieces of Canon', fo that having cleared the Field and 
byt.'d the Moors dead bodies up in fevcral piles, they returned and fill.^d up 
ail their Trenches, and dcmoliaied their Votes, they tctiinied Viftotious in- 
to the Town. There were in this Adion about lo or 1 1 of the Spanurds 
killed, and about loo En.jlifh, among whom we do not hearot any Ofliceis 
of Note wfcen they were come into the Town, for the Ijcticr encouragement 
of the Souldicrs, each who had talten an enffgn received thirty powiids, and 
thofe whotoolc the Prifoners, who were about 20 In number, hadftee leave 
to make the btft of thun, This a^ion had wucd a general 7oy to the In-
